Ken Takahashi presented his program on “Savings Stamps: A General 
Philatelic History.” 


World War I and World War II efforts to raise funds for each war allowed 
the general public to participate through savings stamps issued in small 
denominations. Ken explained that there are basically 4 slightly different 
types of stamps; the first type named Postal Savings Stamps, the second 
simple designated Savings Stamps, the third War Savings Stamps, and the 
fourth Treasury Savings Stamps. 


Ken gave the attendees a history of each type, when they were issued 

and in what denominations, and who issued each. Sometimes, the Post 
Office issued the stamps and sometimes it was the Treasury Department. 
Booklets were issued for all types except the Treasury Savings Stamps and 
allowed the stamps to be pasted in until a certain sum was achieved, then 
the booklet could be redeemed for its initial cost plus interest. 


Lastly, Ken spoke about Postal Note Stamps, a method to give change 
for Money Orders of less than one dollar. They were issued in 1945 

in amounts ranging from 1 cent through 10 cent and then in 10 cent 
increments, i.e. 20, 30, 40, etc. These stamps were discontinued in 1951.

PCNS 100th Anniversary Medal 


The Pacific Coast Numismatic Society has announced design and 
ordering information for their 100th Anniversary Medal. This 
medalwill be engraved and struck by Daniel Carr of the Moonlight 
Mint in Colorado, and distributed this Fall to subscribers who pre- 
order by June. The design for this historic medal revisits the PPIE 
commemorative designs and continues the Society’s traditional 
octagonal logo with a new high-relief die. (Images shown for design 
info are not actual photos.) Mintage will be limited to prepaid orders 
received by the Society by June 2015. The octagonal 41mm medal 
will be struck in silver, with coppers available only as part of the 
2-medal set (1 copper + 1 one-ounce silver).

PCNS was founded in 1915, by Farran Zerbe and a group of San 
Francisco collectors, during the Panama Pacific International Ex- 
position. It was the first numismatic organization established in the 
western United States. PCNS hosted the American Numismatic As- 
sociation’s 1915 Convention in San Francisco, in conjunction with 
PPIE events.
